PROFITS FROM SHEEP 


The unfortunate weather conditions 
of 1925 and again in 1926 have forc- 
ed many farmers to realize that grain 
farming alone is a very risky busi- 
ness, While the recent series of dry 
summers and wet falls have left 
very little profit in grain growing, 
farmers who have been keeping sheep 
have been making an avearge of 75 
pc. to 100 p.c. on their investment 
and with very little work or worry. 

With wool selling at from 25 to 30 
cents per: pound, according to grade 
the fleece alene pays about 10 p.c. 
on the investment. Sheep do excep- 
tionaily well in Alberta and the lambs 
will return an additional 75 to 100 
rer cent profit. There is no other 
line of farming which compares with 
sheep rrising in the large returns on 
the investment and the very small 
arhount of labour required. 

The chief reason why more sheep 
are not, kept on Alberta farms, js that 
very few farms have the necessary 
woven wire fencing. This should not 
Le a serious difficulty. Bankers are 
aware of the large profits being made 
from sheep and are prepared to ad- 
vance money for the  purthase of 
small fleck of sheep. If a farmer 
starts with a smal) flock of -10 to 20 
these can be kept in a small fie!d 
near the buildings for the first year. 


As the flock increases, the farmer 
gains experience and the returns 
from the sheep will very soon pay 


back all borrowed: capital and meet 
ahy outlay for fencing. Woven wire 
fencing keeps the sheep in and coy- 
ote. out, and is very much safer for 


all classes of stock than the usual 
three strands of barbed wire. 
Weeds are a rapidly increasing 


menace on our farms and there is no 
better method of weed control than a 
flock of sheep. In fact by keeping 


down weeds along fence lines, on 
waste land, and on summerfallows 
sheep much more than pay for the 


smal] amount of feed which they re- 
quire. While sheep are scavengers 
{or pasture and will winter en rough 
feed they much prefer fine hay or 
fine green feed and these should be 
piovided if poseible, 

Since the war there has been a very 
great shortage in the world supp'y of 
both wool and mutton. With unset- 
tled conditions in Europe sheep rais- 
ing is at a standstill, Reliable au- 
thorities im Great Britain, the United 
States and Oanada all state that pric- 


ex for both woo! and mutton will be} 


maintained or even inereaged for some 
years to eome, A small flock 
sheep on almost every farm would 
mean a convenient soyrec of the very 
choicest meat fer the heme table and 
& sure squree It would 
increzse by millions the annual re- 
turns from Alberta farms. If nec-
